His Initial Training 


The story of Jellison's initial mili- 


tary training is. like that of hundreds 
of other .Low-ell boys who were ready 
to do their share when the call to take 
arms was sounded a year ago. He 
enlisted in Co. M on June 17 of last 
year, his birthday, went through the 
usual preliminary training at Fram- 
Ingham and last August sailed from 
Hoboken, N. J., for France. 


The company was stationed well 


back from the trenches and Jellison 
remained with it until late in the fall. 
Then came the formation of a unit of 
the famous "rainbow division" and 
tho Lowell boy with 119 other 
men 


from 
various units were chosen to 


make up a patrol for wire-cutting 
work in the Cambrai 
region. This 


was in November. 
He did not have 


an opportunity to "go over the top" 
at this time, however, for the Ger- 
mans made a g.is attack and Jellison 
was overcome while 
attempting 
to 


change his gas-mask. Asked as 
to 


how it seemed to be "gassed" he said 
that the first one knows about it is a 
signal given for the men to put on 
their masks. Then one can see a thin 
blue line coming toward the trench 
and then—well, if one isn't prepared, 
he gets "his." Dizziness and the gen- 
eral feeling that accompanies a head- 
ache are the outstanding effects. 


The second time that Jellison went 


in the trenches there was a battery of 
French "75's" nearby and so heavy 
was the din of these giants that the 
Lowell boy's left eardrum was shat- 
tered. 
After each experience in the 


trenches the men would be given a 
five days' rest behind the lines and 
then would go in again. The third 
time that Jellison went in, his patrol 
was given the order to cut wire in 
front of a German trench. 
Jellison 
says that the commanding officer kept 
urging them to "get after them" and 
"let them have it" and he says that 
this more than encouraged the men. 
JelliKon was the second man to crawl 
out into Xo Man's Land and ho was 
followed by a fellow from 
Clinton. 


He succeeded in reaching 
the 
wire 


lirst. He was cutting tha.wire when 
a member of the patrol made a remark 
loud enough for the Germans to hear 
it and immediately they were fired 
upon. 
The Germans thought that there were 


only a few men in the raiding party and 
they wore somewhat surprised 
when 


they saw how many there 
were—120. 


All tiie raiders succeeded in getting 
back to their own lines 
and Jellison 


wan carried back.

However, I said 'Nothing 
Joing, kid,' in my best French, and beat 
t back for tho boat." 


Jellison had the opportunity of visit- 


ing the homo of Joan of Arc while "over 
there" and secured a number of sou- 
venirs. They are at the Fort McHenry 
hospital now, however. 


The courage and devotion of Ameri- 


can doctors were brought out by the 
Lowell boy when he told of a hospita* 
near the lines being attacked in an air 
raid while a number of operating cases 
were being performed. But not a doc- 
tor left his post although the building 
nas Quite badly damaged. 


Jellison is staying at the home of his 


..arents, Charles H. and Catherine Jel- 
lison, SG Kinsman street, and will be 
very glad to meet any of his friends. 
Except for a slight limp in his left leg 
and a rather nervous manner, the Low- 
ell boy does not seem much the "worse 
off as a result of his adventures. He 
plans to take it "easy" for the 
next 


month, at least, and most people will 
ungrudgingly admit that he deserves to 
do so.

This great gift of daylight sav- 
ins* has come just in time to be of the 
greatest possible value to the war gar- 
deners of the country, says the national 
war garden commission of Washington., 
It will enable them to work their vege- 
table plots more intensively and show 
increase by fully 25 per cent the effici- 
ency of their gardens. 


"War garden week should start the 


campaign off all over the United States 
with a bang," saya 
Charles Lathrop 
Pack, president of the commission, in a 
statement, "and daylight saving should 
be an added incentive to the 'soldiers 
of the soil' to make the drive one that 
will be felt all the way to Berlin. 
It 


certainly will give the kaiser something 
to think about. 


"More than 300,000 years of actual 


working time are given by daylight 
saving to the war gardeners 
of the 


United States. The law went into ef- 
fect In Germany, March 15. It 
was 


adopted 
there soon after

started. 
But on account of the larger 


population in this country, 
the

here will be greater. 


"When 5,000,000 war gardeners start 


out with their hoes and with more than 
"00,000 years of extra time in which to

less do some serious thinking. In seven 
months of 26 working days each the 
extra hour of daylight every afternoon 
will add 910,000,000 hours to the

Mr. Ousley 
explained that the government is not 
asking the south to reduce its cotton 
acreage; is not attempting to suggest 
the amount of acreage to be planted— 
but Is only urging, with the earnest- 
ness inspired by a conviction that this 
means much in winning the war, that 
the south insure its own food and feed 
supply'first, and then plant such cot- 
ton acreage as it chooses.

food from us, he said, our allies must 
fail. 
If they fail, all the vast burden 


of the war falls upon us—and what 
tliat might mean no man dares predict, 


-And so," added Mr. Ousley, "the 


farmer who knows that, knows 
his 


failure to produce food jeopardises our 
cause, and yet for greed and selfish- 
ness - and in order to fatten his own 
pocketbook, plants all cotton and ex- 
pects the rest of the nation to send 
him food—that man is a profiteer in 
tha blood of your sons!"

SOLDIERS IN THE WAR ZONE 


Private William C. Dlnneen of 
the 


101st Engineer company 
In 
France 


spent the lust day of February—or, at 
least, a part ol' it—in writing: to a 
friend In this city. It's an interesting, 
kaleidoscopic view of what Private 
Dlueen thinks of his present job; 


Somewhere in France, 
Feb. 28, 1018. 
Dear Friend: Just a few more lines; 
hot much newe, but I 
have a few 
minutes to spare so 1 thought 
I'd 
drop you a line. 
Here is something funny that I 
dreamed last night. Something I very 
seldom do is dream, but I happened to 
last night. I dreamed that I was at 
homo and was sitting in the kitchen 
talking1 to my mother. 
She was just 
taking a cake ou,'t of the oven and my 
youngest brother came in crying. Ho 
had a big: tjump over his eye and my 
mother was bathing It for him. 
The 
poor kid had something funny to tell 
us, but he couldn't, he was crying so. 
Talk about things seeming good! It 
wouldn't have been a bit different had 
I actually been at home, but ail of a 
sudden my bunkee woke me up 
and 
said, "What's the matter, 
Bill?" 
I 
said, "Nothing, why?" And he told me 
chat I was rolling ail round 
and he 
thought that I wa.1 sick. 
That 
was 
why he woke me up. I told him the 
next time I started to roll around In 
my sleep to let mri alone 
because I 
was having- the time of my life. Then 
I told him what I had dreamed and 
we each smoked a clgaret and 
went 
back to sleep. 
1 received a lot of mail this evening 
and I also received your long 
letter 
and was very much pleased with it. 1 
received your letter dated Jan. 21 and 
one Peb, 7. I also received one from 
Joe Quinn; my brother, J oe; my sis- 
ter, and one from Royal Cotter, who 
is at Ayer. A lot of mail came, in to- 
day. Our mail is coming pretty good 
now. 
I was very glad to hear 
that 
you received the letter I 
wrote 
in 
Paris. 
Things are kind of quiet tonight; all 
the boys are happy, for they all re- 
ceived mail today. You'd be surprised 
to see what a difference it makes with 
the feljows. Three of them are singing 
'The Girl T Left Behind" 
and 
"We 
Won't Go Back 'Till It's Over, Over 
Here"—'and none of us wants to, ei- 
ther. We start on our 
seven 
days' 
pass in a month or so. We aro going 
to a large city in France that is run 
and controlled by th* American gov- 
ernment. I drove the band up to a 
hospital yesterday. There are a lot of 
Red Cross nurses here, but there Is 
very little sickness in our regiment. 
We carried some equipment 
to a 
certain place the" other night and we 
heard today 
that 
the 
exact 
place 
where we were was all 
knocked to 


pieces by German shells. 
Where we 
are now, at one time was a very pret- 
ty place, but now there isn't a build-> 
ing- that looks as though it might have 
been a residence at one time. The only 
thing left is a church and even that is 
full of large holes. "We hear all kinds 
of noises, but we are getting used to 
them. 
Well. I will close now, as it is get- 
ting late. 
Write often, as usual, to 
your sincere friend.

n the trenches. We have a small dug- 
out In which we atay and when the

drop any here near

shake the place so that it would make 
you think of being in a boat.

.couple of air raids that were made on 
us the shells came down Just

rain but we didn't mind 
it 
a bit. 
The more they came down the more it 
amused us. Part of this country is in a 
errible condition, the 
houses are all 
blown down and a church where wo

came out of the trenches had hardly 
anything- left of it. The roof the sides 
and the windows were completely de- 
troyed. This is only one case of many 
>ver here. Just think, we had a great 
urkey supper the night we came out 
if the trenches. 
I suppose you were anxious

me, having not heard from me for a 
ew weeks but I will write more often 
now that I am out of the 
trenches 
hough I expect to go back soon. 
I am still receiving the papers and

His troops are still more 
than 50 miles from the French capital 
and in eleven days of lighting and un- 
der tremendous losses they have not 
even reached the Paris-A mi ens rail- 
way, the principal route from north- 
ern France to Paris.
